From Our Payis Correspondent.
Parig, April 2, 1867.

Mr. Series Editor:—VYesterday I attended
$he Spring Opening of the Great Exhibition,
and from the way things are thrown around
Yyou would think it had been opened with an
eyster-knife, Everything was in pieces, and
ihe Emperor very properly called it the Great
Piece Exhibition. The jabbering and broken
French around the American department has
a connterpart in the broken China in the
French Courts. In vain 1 looked for some of
our Ministers in their new Court Uniforms,
which 1 supposed they wore on occasions of
this kind, but it seems the recent action in
Congress has frightened them, and they now
appear in their native dress of short striped
pantes with straps, red-spotted necktie, and
bell-crowned hat, and are easily distingnished
from the natives of Dacotah, and the other
Indian Territories. One of my countrymen ap-
proached the Emperor, ashs was slowly climb,
ing through the aisles of the building, and asked
him “How much it stood him as she now
stands?"’ The Emperor gave him a nod and a
swmile, as I suppose he didn’t properly com-
prehend the question, but my countryman in-
terpreted it to mean, as he expressad it, that
“'the Emperor had a soft thing of it.”

The Emperor and Empress merely wilkad
around

of the building, speaking a few words of en-
couragement to the various foreign commis-
sioners, who wors their Sunday clothes in
honor of the ocoasion, It was little more than
a mere formal visit, and the horses did not sat
down heads or tails in any partieular direc-
tion, as is usual on visity of the Emperor to
public places.

It waz with great dificulty I got into the
“Opening,’” None but season tickets wore
allowed, and we have to have ourselves photo-
graphed on our tickets. I had my likeness
put upon my ticket, and it looked very wall,
for | am a little proud of my contour, so I had
it in profile,
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and presented it at the gate, The gendarme
took it, looked at it, merely emiled, and
handed it back to me, at the same time waving
me out of the crowd. | was forced to stand
back, but did not know what for. After
while I again joined the line to the gate, and
gain presented my illostrated season ticket.
h-ll time there was no smile on the gate
Jeeper's countenance, but beckoning asol-

dier with a hat entirely too big for him,

banded me into his oustody, My Fremch
being fmperfect, 1 had wsome difficulty
in attracting attention, but by adding

musenlar gymnastics to my vooal ones, I
brought a few arcund me, when [ showed an
Englishman my ticket, who soon saw through
the whole difficulty. It appeared the gate-
koeper took my ticket ns I handed it to him,
and without turning it around saw
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and of conrse conceived that I was playing a
juke om him. After [ had gone the third time,
and firmly held my ticket with the right side
towards him, I got in without any dificalty. 1
merely mention this so that any of your
readers getling & season ticket had better ex-
amine it from all points of view, else your
carty may have a donksy in it, and & French
man i8 the last man to take a joke,

As Isaid, not only were the Courts un-
finiched, Lat even the small nomber of goods
that had arrived were yet unpacked. With
such a state of things, anything like a core-
monial waz out of the question. All day Sun-
day men were in the galleries and in the alsles,
and on their knees in different parts of the
building, and a more devoted people I never
saw (to business) than thege workmen, All,
however, was in vain; half of Russia was
blocked np with polas, England was not fit to
be seen on account of the woolsacks, and the
United Btates was obstructed with scaffolds,

The procession of the Emperor and Empress
around the building occupied but two hours,
while the ascent of Moot Bland takes that
many days under the most favorable circum.

The Empress was greatly
pleased with the ‘‘Ireedman’s Barean,” which
had just been unpacked, and the colored
“knobs’’ that stuck ontof the drawers greatly
interested her. The Empress also examined a
mode! of

ONE OF THE N. Y, “spvexm,”

and expressed herself highly pleased with the
cut of his moustache and the curl of his hair,
The Emperor agked if any of them were yel in
existence, as he supposed they had all perished
on the altar of their conntry. He was no less
gurprised than pleaged to hear that none of
them were missing, and they all were in situ-
ations and getting good salaries,

After a cursory glance at Mr. Beckwith and
the other apecimens, their Majesties left the
building for the Refreshment Room, accom-
panied by your correspondent, by command,
Mr. Abbott being out of town. Seated there,
the Emperor called for three plates of ice-
cream, he taking “vanilla’ and Euogénie and
I choosing “strawberry.”” While we were
waiting for the cream to cool, the Emperor
asked me a great many guestions about
America, and first hLe asked me if I knew Mr.
Maxmilian, who had emigrated there over
{hree years ago. 1 told him that ] had not the
pleasure of an acquaintance. IHe writes, con-
tinued the Kmperor, that the climate does not
agree with him, and thinks he will have to
return to Burope. We conversed a long time
about the prominent men in America, and
Euginie asked me if I thought DIresi-
dent Johuson and My, Morrissey would be to
the Exhibition, and that, if she thought they
would come, she would send them both *‘free
passes.’”” 1 replied that I thought Mr. Mor-
rissey might ocome, but that the President
was not allowed to receive presents from
Empresses. After we had finished our cream
the Emprnm “‘illllll'l'w, when the .":1111“:‘!*0!‘
ordered some Eau-de-vie, when soon the con-
fugion that marked the Exhibition was
the normal condition of everything, and I
could not help wishing the President was
(as it was the best I aever tasted),
instead of staying iu_‘Wuahiugnm nominating
officers, and fighting it out with the Senate on
that line all summer.

The Emperor sooh got asleep, when I left,
and went down to the bridge to se¢ them
take up the last night's suicides, When the
Exhibition gots further advanced I will write
you again, Your Ows CORRESPONDENT,

Last evaning the mild air and dried roads
invited to a walk.
